order to do ao had tocountjall who 
did not vote, and by their persistent 
opposition made those" who bod 
money afraid they would, buy a law- 
suit by lending money to the Trus- 
tees. The Trustees did all they could 
for a time, and consulted the best 
legal talent as to tbe legality of the 
election, and in every case were as- 
sured that it was perfectly fair and 
legal. ,Still the howling continued, 
until after considerable fruitless ef- 
forts to barrow the money, the Trus- 
tees concluded to let the whole, mat' 
ter drqp, and have ddne. so. As a 
consequence tbe children are herded 
together in half the necessary room 
and tbe teachers are expected to 
teach them. If the teachers keep 
them ont of mischief they will do 
well. We would very much like to 
know how much the opponents of 
the school tax are satisfied at the re- 
sult of their opposition? Do they 
think they have enhanced the value 
of property, added an attraction to 
the town or acted justly to the riaiag 
generation ? Have they not worked 
tbe entire town a great injury by de- 
feating this object, and given a pre- 
mium on sectarian schools? 
We 


hope they are happy. We hope they 
feel they have done their duty as 
public-spirited citizens. Of course 
the school law is now a dead letter, 
for tbe law only provides for the one 
election and that has been held. To 
try to hold another election under 
tbe same law wonld be dearly ille- 
gal. The grand system of pnblio 
schools has been tbe boast of tbe 
United States. A few such persons 
aa opposed tbe school tax here if 
placed in every town would close our 
school houses and put our children 
cutting weeds. We hope the would1 
be smart ones are happy, but the 
people know them, and will show 
they remember them when the time 
comes.
